Mach remains to be done, and we have been 
obliged to consider the desirability of appoint- 
ing a snecessor to him, whose powers have not 
been affected by 80 long & period of work 
ander trying conditions ; but we feel certain 
that if he leaves our service, his own staff and 
many in this country who have been brought 
into contact with him, will join in our sincere 
regret at his departure.”
